Russia probes vote after 
massive protest 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
President Dmitry Medvedev 
yesterday ordered election of¬ 
ficials to check reports of vote 
fixing following a national 
protest over an election that 
handed a disputed victory to 
the ruling party. 

Medvedev said he flatly 
disagreed with the idea of sta¬ 
ging fresh elections but had al¬ 
ready issued instructions for a 
closer look at the reports of 
rampant ballot stuffing and 
cases of officials fixing the 
vote count. 

"I disagree with the slogans 
and declarations made at the 
meetings," the tech-savvy 
Medvedev wrote in his Face- 
book account. "Nevertheless, I 
have issued instructions to 
check all polling station re¬ 
ports about (failure) to follow 
election laws." 

Saturday’s historic demon¬ 
strations near the Kremlin saw 
more than 50,000 people deride 
the outcome of December 4 
elections that were widely seen 
as a litmus test for Vladimir 
Putin's planned return to the 
presidency next year. 

The protests were the 
largest to hit the Russian capi¬ 
tal since the tumultuous 1990s 
and levelled some of the most 
intense political pressure at 
Putin since he first rose to the 
presidency in 2000. 

The former KGB agent cur¬ 
rently serves as prime minister 
after making Medvedev his 
hand-picked presidential suc¬ 
cessor in 2008 and intends to 


return to the Kremlin for up to 
12 more years in March elec¬ 
tions that he appears destined 
to win. 

But scenes similar to those 
witnessed Saturday in Moscow 
were also replayed on a 
smaller scale across the indus¬ 
trial hubs of Siberia and the 
Urals — a sign that Putin's path 
back may be more fraught than 
it first appeared. 

Putin stayed out of the 
limelight over the weekend 
while his spokesman issued a 
carefully-worded statement 
that sounded a cautiously con¬ 
ciliatory note. 

"We respect the point of 
view of the protesters. We are 
hearing what is being said and 
we will continue to listen to 
them," Putin spokesman 
Dmitry Peskov said. 

Medvedev's own comments 
suggest the two leaders are 
keen to quickly stamp out the 
most serious political flare-up 
of Putin's 12-year rule. 

But Medvedev fell far short 
of satisfying the opposition's 
main demand to stage new 
elections. 

Rally organisers have al¬ 
ready threatened to return to the 
same Moscow square en masse 
on December 24 and possibly 
to hold smaller rallies at various 
locations before then. 

Yet analysts point to a se¬ 
ries of small but significant 
changes in state policy in the 
past few days that hint at seri¬ 
ous official concern about the 
public discontent.

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OFFICIAL: NATO to halt Iraq mission 
at year-end 


LONDON (AFP) - NATO will 
withdraw its Iraq training mis¬ 
sion at year-end after Baghdad 
refused to grant it legal immu¬ 
nity, Iraq's top security adviser 
said yesterday, mirroring the 
nearly-complete pullout of US 
forces. 

But a NATO official in 
Brussels denied that any deci¬ 
sion had been taken. 

Iraq said the end of the mis¬ 
sion was a surprise, with 
NATO previously having 
agreed in principle to staying 
through to the end of 2013. 

"NATO surprised us with 
this decision," National Secu¬ 
rity Adviser Falah al-Fayadh 
said in an interview aboard a 
flight transporting Prime Min¬ 
ister Nuri al-Maliki to Wash¬ 
ington. 

"We are sorry that NATO 
has advised that it will with¬ 
draw its mission from Iraq... 
because immunity is some-

thing that is out of the govern¬ 
ment's reach," he added, say¬ 
ing Baghdad was informed of 
the decision on Thursday. 

The failure to agree on im¬ 
munity from prosecution 
closely mirrors Iraq's refusal to 
grant US soldiers similar pro¬ 
tections earlier this year, sink¬ 
ing a potential deal between 
the two countries that means 
all American soldiers left in 
Iraq will leave by year-end. 

Around 6,000 US troops re¬ 
main stationed in the country 
on three bases, down from 
peaks of nearly 170,000 sol¬ 
diers and 505 bases. 

Fayadh added: "I would 
have preferred that there would 
be cooperation with NATO in 


other aspects, and not only 
through its mission in Iraq, and 
I was hoping that this mission 
would stay." 

An official at NATO head¬ 
quarters in Brussels, however, 
said: "There hasn't been a de¬ 
cision yet." 

"When they ask us to ex¬ 
tend the mission, we need to 
see that the same legal frame¬ 
work will extend as well," the 
official said on condition of 
anonymity. 

Also yesterday, US forces 
handed over to Iraq's defence 
ministry a fourth base, Contin¬ 
gency Operating Site Kalsu, 
near the central Iraqi town of 
Iskandiriyah, in Babil 
province. 


Noriega arrived in Panama 
yesterday 


PANAMA CITY (AFP) - 
Panama's former dictator 
Manuel Noriega arrived from 
France yesterday to serve 
prison time in his native land, 
officials said yesterday. 

"Yes, Manuel Noriega ar¬ 
rived late today from France, 
after a stopover in 
Madrid,’’Panama's Minister of 
Government and Justice, Rox¬ 
ana Mendez, told AFP. 

After spending over 22 
years in US and French pris¬ 
ons, Noriega is back in 
Panama, following a French 
appeals court's ruling that he 
could be extradited to serve 
time for crimes committed 
under his iron-fisted rule of the

1980s.

77, ruled Panama from 1983 
until his overthrow in a US in¬ 
vasion in 1989.

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Venezuela 
opposition 
'united like

SAO PAULO (AFP) - The 
Venezuelan opposition to 
President Hugo Chavez is 
’’united like never before”, 
the man coordinating the 
choice of its presidential can¬ 
didate said in an interview 
published here yesterday. 

Ramon Guillermo 

Aveledo, ex-president of the 
Venezuelan Chamber of 
Deputies, also told the daily 
Folha de S. Paulo that the ail¬ 
ing Chavez needed to give 
Venezuelans assurances re¬ 
garding the state of his health 
if he intends to run for re- 
election next year. 

Asked whether a Chavez 
departure would not create a 
political vacuum given his 
strong leadership and lack of 
political heir, he replied: 
’’This vacuum would be that 
of Chavism.” 

”We will field our candi¬ 
date and we are united like 
never before,” Aveledo added 
during the interview con¬ 
ducted in Brasilia. ”We have 
names with a lot of viability 
and with a popularity similar 
to that of Chavez.” 

The Venezuelan opposi¬ 
tion is to hold primaries in 
mid-February, with Henrique 
Capriles, the popular and 
telegenic governor of the 
northern state of Miranda, 
seen as the front-runner. 

A recent poll by the firm 
Datanalisis shows Capriles as 
the leading opposition candi¬ 
date with 40 percent support; 
followed by Leopoldo Lopez 
with 20 percent; Pablo Perez 
with 17 percent, and Maria 
Corina Machado with nearly 
6 percent. 

On Chavez's health, 
Aveledo said: ”If he wants to 
run, he needs to give assur¬ 
ances to Venezuelans. The ill¬ 
ness has not been treated with 
transparency, like in Brazil.”

Cristina Fernandez begins second presidential term 


BUENOS AIRES, — Argen¬ 
tine President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez took the oath of office for 
the second time Saturday, the 
only female leader in Latin 
America to ever be re-elected, 
in an inauguration marked by 
a tearful tribute to her late hus¬ 
band and political partner. 

Fernandez, 58, pledged be¬ 
fore Congress and a gathering 
of foreign dignitaries to honor 


the constitution and the mem¬ 
ory of the late President Nestor 
Kirchner. 

"I swear to God, the coun¬ 
try and the blessed saints to 
carry out the office of the pres¬ 
ident and to honor ... the Ar¬ 
gentine constitution,” said 
Fernandez. 

"If I don’t, then let God, the 
country and him take me to 
task for it,” the president 


added, her voice cracking with 
emotion as she referred to 
Kirchner. 

The 58-year-old lawyer, 
known for her heavy make-up 
and long auburn hair, has rid¬ 
den a wave of public support 
since the sudden heart attack of 
her husband and political part¬ 
ner Nestor Kirchner almost 
one year ago. 

He was credited with man¬ 


aging the couple’s presidential 
dynasty and had been expected 
to run again after serving from 
2003-2007. 

Cristina admires the legacy 
of Evita, a glamorous figure 
who reached out to the poor 
and still appears with Juan 
Peron on the flags of Kirchner 
supporters. 

Like Peron, the Kirchners 
won over many of Argentina's 


poor districts with generous 
public spending. 

Argentina's 40 million peo¬ 
ple are facing economic uncer¬ 
tainty, and the big question for 
the 5 8-year-old leader is 
whether to continue the gov¬ 
ernment spending and price 
controls that worked so well in 
her first term.

Dutch lab mutates 
killer virus

Olive Oil and tree nuts seem 
to improve cholesterol levels 


PARIS (AFP) - World health 
ministers said Friday they 
were being vigilant after a 
Dutch laboratory developed a 
mutant version of the deadly 
bird flu virus that is for the 
first time contagious among 
humans. 

M We need to be very vigi¬ 
lant. This is something that 
we talked about a lot this 
morning,” French Health 
Minister Xavier Bertrand said 
on the sidelines of a meeting 
of the Global Health Security 
Initiative (GHSI) in Paris. 

The GHSI comprises the 
G7 group of industrialised na¬ 
tions along with Mexico, the 
European Union's Commis¬ 
sion and the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation (WHO). 

A research team led by 
Ron Fouchier at Rotterdam's 
Erasmus Medical Centre said 
in September it had created a 
mutant version of the H5N1 
bird flu virus that could for 
the first time be spread 
among mammals. 

The H5N1 strain of bird 
flu is fatal in 60 percent of 
human cases but only 350 
people have so far died from 
the disease largely because it 
cannot, yet, be transmitted be¬ 
tween humans. 


The announcement led to 
fears the mutant virus could 
find its way into nature or that 
the publication of the research 
on how the virus was mutated 
could be used by terrorists. 

EU Health Commissioner 
John Dalli told journalists he 
had received assurances from 
Dutch authorities that the 
virus was secure. 

"The Dutch authorities 
confirmed that the virus itself 
is stored in a very secured 
way and that the necessary 
permits were given and that 
the researchers are bound by 
a code of conduct," Dalli said. 

"One of the issues ... is to 
ensure that any information 
coming from this research is 
well controlled and without 
sensitive details about muta¬ 
tion being given,” he said. 

Fouchier said in a state¬ 
ment his team had discovered 
that transmission of the virus 
was possible between humans 
"and can be carried out more 
easily than we thought.” 

"In a laboratory, it was 
possible to change the H5N1 
into a virus ... that can easily 
be spread through the air. This 
rocess (mutation) could also 
appen naturally,” Fouchier 
said. 


4 Healthy Late-

The combination of 
low-fat milk and nutrients in 
the cereal also give you a 
good dose of calcium, vita¬ 
min D and protein. Try to 
pick cereal that is high in 
protein and low in sugar, 
like raisin bran. 

Whole-Grain Crackers 

Crackers contain protein and 
are healthier for you than car¬ 
bohydrates. Make sure to 
choose crackers that are 
whole-wheat or multigrain 
rather than starchy and white. 
Small servings of crackers 
can go a long way in helping 
you to feel foil - but not too 
foil. For added variety, add 
hummus, low-fat cheese or a 
slice of lean meat. 

Dark Chocolate 

If you need a dose of choco¬ 
late, make sure it’s dark! 
Dark chocolate contains a 
good number of antioxi¬ 
dants, which can help you 
lower your blood pressure 
while satisfying your mid¬ 
night sweet tooth. Dark 
chocolate also contains less 
sugar than milk chocolate. 
Make sure not to go over¬ 
board here - a few cubes of 
a chocolate bar should do. 

Popcorn 

Popcorn probably makes 
you think of butter and salt. 
However, without the fatty 
condiments, it can actually 
work well to satisfy hunger 
in a healthy way. Instead of 
butter and salt, try adding 
cayenne pepper or cinna¬ 
mon to air-popped popcorn. 
It's fairly low in calories and 
is also a good source of eas¬ 
ily digested complex carbo¬ 
hydrates. 


Upping your intake of mo- 
nounsaturated fats - found in 
olive oil, tree nuts and avoca- 
does - can help improve cho¬ 
lesterol levels, a small new 
study suggests. 

These fats can raise levels 
of HDL cholesterol (the 
"good” kind) by 12.5 percent, 
and reduce levels of LDL 
cholesterol by 35 percent, 
when eaten with a low-cho¬ 
lesterol diet, said study re¬ 
searcher Dr. David Jenkins. 

"The exciting thing about 
the study is if you take a diet 
which is quite spectacular in 
lowering cholesterol, you can 
make it even better by adding 
monounsaturated fats,” Jenk¬ 
ins, director of the Risk Fac¬ 
tor Modification Centre at St. 
Michael's Hospital in Canada 
said.. 

Good cholesterol helps 
protect against heart attacks 
by carrying cholesterol away 
from the arteries, and some 
experts think it may also slow 
the buildup of arterial 
plaques, according to the 


American Heart Association. 
Bad cholesterol builds on the 
inner walls of the arteries, 
narrowing and hardening 
them, and increasing the risk 
of heart attack and stroke. 

Because the study in¬ 
volved only people with 
mildly or moderately high 
cholesterol, Jenkins said peo¬ 
ple with very high cholesterol 
shouldn't try to replace their 
statin medications with a di¬ 
etary solution unless they're 
prepared to take diet seri¬ 
ously. 

Jenkins said the finding 
shows that not only can these 
fats improve good levels in a 
short period of time, they 
don't raise levels of bad cho¬ 
lesterol. 

As with all foods, people 
should eat monounsaturated 
fats in moderation, Jenkins 
noted. 

"You have to get rid of the 
danishes and the bagels in 
order to make room for the 
calories from the monounsat¬ 
urated fats,” he said.

Nations set course for 2015 
global climate pact 


DURBAN (AFP) - A 
marathon UN climate confer¬ 
ence on Sunday approved a 
roadmap towards an accord 
that for the first time will 
bring all major greenhouse- 
gas emitters under a single 
legal roof. 

If approved as scheduled 
in 2015, the pact will be op¬ 
erational from 2020 and be¬ 
come the prime weapon in the 
fight against climate change. 

The deal was reached after 
nearly 14 days of talks under 
the UN Framework Conven¬ 
tion on Climate Change (UN- 


FCCC). 

The forum also launched a 
’’Green Climate Fund” to help 
channel up to 100 billion dol¬ 
lars a year in aid to poor, vul¬ 
nerable countries by 2020, an 
initiative bom under the 2009 
Copenhagen Summit. 

”1 believe that what we 
have achieved in Durban will 
play a central role in saving 
tomorrow, today,” declared 
South African Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Maite Nkoana-Masha- 
bane, who chaired the talks. 

Approval came after two 
and a half days of round-the- 


clock wrangling among 194 
nations. 

And the often-stormy ex¬ 
changes reflected concerns 
among many countries over 
the cost of making energy ef¬ 
ficiencies and switching to 
clean renewable sources at a 
time of belt-tightening. 

UNFCCC chief Christiana 
Figueres was exultant. 

Citing the words of Nelson 
Mandela, she said on Twitter: 
”In honour of Mandela: It al¬ 
ways seems impossible until 
it is done. And it is done! 

The European Union 
hailed the outcome as a ’’his¬ 
toric breakthrough” 

’’Where the (1997) Kyoto 
(protocol) divides the world 
into two categories, we will 
now get a system that reflects 
the reality of today’s mutually 
interdependent world,” Con¬ 
nie Hedegaard, the EU com¬ 
missioner for climate action, 
said in the statement. 

Greenpeace, however, 
lamented the deal as a victory 
for polluters over people. 

’’The grim news is that the 
blockers lead by the US have 
succeeded in inserting a vital 
get-out clause that could eas¬ 
ily prevent the next big cli¬ 
mate deal being legally 
binding. If that loophole is 
exploited it could be a disas¬ 
ter,” said Greenpeace director 
Kumi Naidoo. 


US director makes first smartphone movie 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - An independent US filmmaker has 
made what is believed to be the first feature-length movie 
shot with a smartphone, to be released next week — with ac¬ 
tress Gena Rowlands in the starring role. 

’’Olive,” about ”a little girl who transforms the lives of three 
people without speaking one word,” was filmed using only a 
Nokia N8 cellphone, with a high-resolution camera adapted 
with a 35 mm lens to give added depth of field. 

’’Technology is moving so quickly and cellphones are really 
going to be the thing that does everything eventually,” direc¬ 
tor Hooman Khalili told AFP in an interview ahead of the US 
theater release of his movie on December 16. 

’’They already do so much, and in January 2010 I came up 
with this idea and I saw there was nothing out there that ex¬ 
isted,” added the 37-year-old, who began pre-production of 
the movie last year. 

The first five minutes of’’Olive,” viewable at www.olivethe- 
movie.com, have already set tongues wagging in Hollywood, 
where the movie industry is gearing up for its annual awards 
season. 

Set for release in Los Angeles next week, the movie is eligible 
to be nominated for the Oscars in February.

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Creditors resume crunch talks with 
Greece on second bailout 


ATHENS (AFP) - Experts 
from the eurozone, the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank and the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
resumed talks with the Greek 
government Ttoday on a se¬ 
cond lifeline accorded to debt- 
ravaged Athens. 

Three days after a make-or- 
break summit on the eurozone 
in Brussels, the eurozone’s Ma- 
tias Mors, ECB's Klaus Mazuh 
and the IMF's Pol Thomsen re¬ 
turned to Greece for "a key 
phase," in the process of sal¬ 
vaging the Greek economy, 
said Finance Minister Evange- 
los Venizelos. 

"We will begin this week in 
Athens with the troika of two 
very important procedures to 
put into place a new loan de¬ 
cided in Brussels on October 
26-27," and negotiations with 



creditors to wipe off 50 percent 
of Greek debt, the Greek min¬ 
ister said late Friday in Brus¬ 
sels. 

Greece is reeling from the 
shock to its pride and credibil¬ 
ity after financial markets 
turned against it because of its 
massive, unsustainable debt 
mountain of more than 350 bil¬ 
lion euros ($470 billion), forc¬ 
ing Athens to seek EU-IMF 
bailouts. 

The eurozone decided in 
October to accord Greece a 
new loan of 130 billion euros 
of which 30 billion will be 
used to recapitalise banks. 

An initial loan of 110 bil¬ 
lion euros, spread over three 
years, was accorded to Athens 
in 2010. Greece has already re¬ 
ceived 73 billion euros of that 
money. 


PARIS (AFP) - The French 
government will not use state 
funds to assist banks in their 
efforts to build up capital after 
being hit by the eurozone debt 
crisis, Budget Minister Valerie 
Pecresse said yesterday. 

"The state will not put 
money into French banks," 
Pecresse, who is also the gov¬ 
ernment's spokeswoman, said 
in a joint interview with Eu- 


The aim is wipe off 100 bil¬ 
lion euros of Greek debt and to 
bring it down to 120 percent of 
Gross Domestic Product by 
2020 from the current level of 
more than 160 percent. 

Officials from the Institute 
of International Finance, 
which are carrying out talks 
with creditors, are due to arrive 
in Athens this week, the fi¬ 
nance ministry said. 

Venizelos warned of "a hard 
battle ahead" under "very dif¬ 
ficult conditions in Europe and 
the world." 

But a banking expert speak¬ 
ing to leading Greek newspa¬ 
per Kathimerini said on 
condition of anonymity that 
given "the uncertainty in the 
eurozone, the deal with credi¬ 
tors will become more and 
more difficult."

Iran urges OPEC to ease 
above-quota output 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran’s oil 
minister yesterday renewed 
calls for OPEC members Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait to ease 
back their above-quota pro¬ 
duction as Libyan oil flows 
back into the market. 

"Today, supply and demand 
in the market is balanced and 
Iran's policy is to keep OPEC 
member states from raising 
production," Rostam Qasemi 
said on the oil ministry's web¬ 
site ahead of a meeting by the 
cartel on Wednesday. 

Iran also wishes to see an 
"end to some countries' extra 
production which started when 
Libya exited the market," he 
said. 

Qasemi did not name the 
countries, but the remarks 


were clearly aimed at Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait. 

The two Gulf states boosted 
production to compensate for 
the suspension of Libyan oil 
exports to avoid a surge in 
world prices after the North 
African country's descent into 
civil war this year. 

Tehran, which traditionally 
favours high oil prices, has on 
several occasions called for a 
halt to the above-quota produc¬ 
tion since Libya resumed pro¬ 
duction in September, but it 
has largely not been heeded. 

"Libya's production will 
reach 1.5 million barrels a day 
in less than a year, and Iraq is 
also seeing a rise in produc¬ 
tion," Qasemi said.

SINGAPORE (AFP) - 
French screen legend Cather¬ 
ine Deneuve said recenlty it 
was easier for ageing Euro¬ 
pean actresses to play leading 
roles than it is for female 
stars in Hollywood where 
younger alternatives get the 
nod. 


"It’s easier to be an Euro¬ 
pean actress than an Ameri¬ 
can actress as far as age is 
concerned,” said Deneuve, 
who was in Singapore for a 
French film festival. 

”1 think it's difficult to 
have a career in the States be¬ 
cause (of) the competition 
and most of all, the appeal for 
youth is so intense and it's 
very difficult for an actress to 
grow older in American cin¬ 
emas,” she added. 

But US actresses as well 
as ones from Britain enjoyed 
a wider appeal because of 
their English-language back¬ 
grounds, Deneuve said. 

”1 think actresses that are 
English-born or American- 
born are more lucky than 
other actresses because they 
can work in different coun¬ 
tries without any problem. 
It's the limit of European ac¬ 
tresses,” said Deneuve. 


Deneuve, who has played 
leading roles in French hits 
such as Belle de jour and In- 
dochine, said she enjoyed 
working on the set of 'Asterix 
& Obelix: On Her Majesty's 
Service' with fellow French 
star Gerard Depardieu. 

"He's a wonderful partner. 
He loves women and he 
loves actresses, so he's very, 
very open. He's a very gener¬ 
ous partner for women and 
men as well,” she gushed. 

"When he's on the set, 
there is something more. He's 
very alive and very present, 
he talks all the time, he al¬ 
ways has something to say, 
always a funny story he has 
to say.” 

Depardieu made headlines 
in August when he was 
caught short on a Paris to 
Dublin flight and relieved 
himself on the cabin floor in 
front of shocked passengers.

Playboy out early as nude

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Playboy is to release its Jan¬ 
uary/February issue early 
after nude pictures of trou¬ 
bled starlet Lindsay Lohan 
leaked online, boss Hugh 
Hefner said Friday. 

The actress, who was re¬ 
portedly paid nearly $1 mil¬ 
lion for the magazine spread, 
appears on the cover seated 
on a bright red Playboy 
bunny chair, only just pro¬ 
tecting her modesty. 

"Because of the interest & 
the Internet leak, we're re¬ 
leasing the Lindsay Lohan 
issue early,” Hefner said on 
Twitter, adding: "Lindsay 
Lohan was the top search 
name on the Internet yester¬ 
day. 

"Hot. Hot. Hot," tweeted 
Hefner, announcing that the 
next issue of the magazine 
will come out next week. 

The leaked pictures show 
the curvy actress channeling 
Marilyn Monroe, flirting 
with the camera in a series of 
soft porn-style poses lying, 
kneeling or stretching herself 
voluptuously against red vel¬ 
vet drapery. 

The actress had wanted $ 1 
million for the Playboy 
spread and balked at an initial 
offer of $750,000 — but
